Soup and Savoury 


er —— 


Soups and savouries are generally con- 
sidered additional items on the menu. 
The following suggestions, however, will 
provide a ek meal without any 
more substantial dish. 

The tomato méin, may be varied by 
using a different filling. A forcemeat 
made with breadcrumbs, the tomato pulp 
and grated cheese, bound with egg, makes 
a tasty filling. Other suggestions are 
minced ham, chopped shrimps and peas, 
or chopped bacon and broad beans. 

““ Gréam of ‘Cabbage Soup. (to serve 5. to 
6 persons)—Make some white stock by 
boiling veal or mutton bones in water 
with a carrot, turnip and onion added. 
Simmer for two hours. Strain off the 


stock, 
3 pints white stock, 1 pint milk, 2 


onions, 1 medium-sized cabbage, 1 small 
tin condensed milk (unsweetened), 
seasoning, blended flour, grated cheese. 
Wash the cabbage and remove the coarse 
outer leaves. Cut in half and remove the 
core. Place the core in the pan with the 
stock, chopped onions and outer leaves of 
the cabbage. Simmer gently for an hour 
and a half. Strain the soup. Add the 
milk, seasoning and the cabbage chop 
into fairly small pieces. Boil fairly. briskly 
for 20 to 30 minutes, until the cabbage is 
cooked, but not mushy. Melt a knob of 
butter in a saucepan, add a dessertspoonful 
of flour for each pint of soup, season and 
mix to a smooth paste with the condensed 
milk. Stir into the soup, boil for two 


grated cheese. : 

Tomato Savoury.—Six large, firm 
tomatoes, 4lb. kidney, flour, butter and 
seasoning, rounds of toast or mashed 
potato. 

Cut the tops off the tomatoes and scoop 
out the insides. Remove the skin and core 
from the kidney, cut into cubes and roll 
in seasoned flour. Melt a little butter in 
a saucepan and add the kidney and: just 
sufficient water to form a rich gravy when 
the kidneys are cooking. Cook very slowly 
for 10 minutes. Fill the scooped out 
tomatoes with the kidney, bake in a slow 
oven for 15 minutes. Serve on buttered 
toast or a bed of mashed potatoes. (The 
tomato pulp can be strained, thickened 
with flour, seasoned and served hot as a 
sauce if liked.)

WATCH ON APPROACHES TO 
PANAMA 


The leased positions are six in number.

Indeed, the single 
position of Jamaica actually flanks all the 
routes, from its central situation, 550 miles 
from the entrance to the Canal. The others— 
Bahamas, Antigua, Santa Lucia and Trinidad 
—form a quarter-circle that enables all the 
routes to be watched a good deal further out. 
When it is remembered that the United States 
bay occupied Key West, Puerto Rico and 
St. Thomas, it is clear that the ible 
gó signs unwatched will be decidedly few. 
much íor. the actual covering of the 
Canal and the establishment of a mare 
nostrum. There remain three other posi- 
tions, of which the status is different. As 
regards Newfoundland and Bermuda, there is 
practically no change of status: in eftect the 
new atfrangement means that American 
military and naval ’planes can use the bases— 
free of charge—just as the commercial ‘planes 
have been doing for years. British Guiana is 
a case apart. It happens to be the nearest 
point available towards the hump of Brazil. 


WHAT BRITAIN GAINS 


America, then, has clearly gained some 
very important advantages. What of Britain? 
The United States Navy authorities have 
valued the fifty destroyers at the equivalent 
of £214 millions. How otherwise could fiity 
ready-made warships be acquired at a 
moment’s notice! at is the only way to 
look at the matter. It must be remembered 
that what is achieved is a year’s advance in 
construction; just that. Britain, at the 
beginning of the war, possessed some 170 odd 
destroyers. She has lost 30 in the year of 
war—against which are to be set 10 of new 
construction. The total was thus 150; which 
is now raised to about 200, or some thirty 
more than she possessed at the outset. 

It has been said that these are “old” 
destroyers, and, consequently,.a bad bargain. 
The contention is beside the point. Although 
old in point of years, they are quite service- 
able, having all been recently overhauled. 
They are quite first class for convoy and 
anti-submarine work; and, no doubt, some 
will be adapted as anti-aircraft convoy ships. 
In point of fact, they can take over duties 
that, in some instances, were being performed 
by new destroyers, which might have been 


better» employed on fleet work in the 
Mediterranean. 
NAVY'S SOUND POSITION 


The fact of being able to take over, off- 
hand, as it were, such a number of ships at 
one time, is a remarkable proof of the sound 

osition of the British Navy after a year of 

ostilities. These destroyers are mainly 
1,200 ton ships, with crews of some 130 of all 
ranks. It was a matter, therefore, of finding 
no fewer than 6,500 officers and ratings, in- 


cluding gunnery and _ torpedo ratings, 
some e a móna ersonnel, etc. The 
whole thing has been done in such a quiet 


and business-like way that one might easily 
overlook what is really involved. 

Over and above the 50 destroyers them- 
selves, it is probable that a certain number 
of additional ships can be made available 
that were hitherto serving in Canadian or 
West Indian waters. Some sort of watch 
had to be kept on interned German mer- 
chant shipping or on potential raiders. The 
ships that had been employed on these rather 
minor tasks can now be assigned te a more 
active réle, 


NAVAL PREPONDERANCE 


Latterly the very great activity of the aerial 
arm has tended to make pes le overlook the 
enormous importance of the Navy’s function. 
It was not realised that, no matter how 
effective was the defensive work of the Air 
Force in covering Britain, it has all the time 
been, in actual fact, subsidiary to that of the 
Navy. The ships now acquired will suffice 
to restore Britain’s initial preponderance : the 
big wave of completely new home construc- 
tion will thus be so much over and above 
that can eventually be set aside for opera- 
tions of a more definitely offensive character,

If so, 
Herr Hitler will be assured of a useful 
supply of petroleum from the great 
Rumanian oilfields, which furnish nearly 
ten per cent. of the world’s needs; and, 
this supply, as our Military Correspondent 
observed yesterday, will make a great 
difference not only to Herr Hitler’s army 
and air force, but to the Italian navy. 
The war, in short, is expanding. Even if 
new nations have not been drawn into it 
as belligerents for some time, neutrals 
gradually are beginning to take sides, and 
to serve in the place, as it were, of a 
second line of defence for one or another 
of the contending parties. Herr Hitler’s 
grasp upon South-Eastern Europe has: 
tightened ; but the advantage that he gains 
therefrom is compensated by the increas- 
ing closeness of the bond between Great 
Britain ‘and the United States. Much 
depends on Russia, who, while nominally 
on terms of intimacy with the Axis, pos- 
sesse a genius for keeping her own 
counsel and forbids any accurate pre- 
diction of her conduct. A change of atti- 
tude on Russia’s part could hamper the 
plans of the Axis to a very dangerous 
extent. In respect of friends, indeed, 
Great Britain is in the better position ; 
for, whereas the sympathies of Eastern 
Europe are unknown, those of» America 
are positive. At the worst, Great Britain 
can fear nothing more dangerous than 
strict neutrality on the part of the United 
States; at the best, she can look’ forward 
to open assistance. The odds are evening 
for what almost certainly will be the 
greatest war in history. 


The Mount Street Club 


Yesterday morning we published a 
report of a meeting that was called at 
the Mansion House to examine the pro- 
gress which has been made by the Mount 
Street Club in its efforts to dispel the 
worst evils of unemployment in Dublin, 
and to consider whether its plan of cam- 
paign could not be applied with the same 
amount of success on a national scale. 
There can be no doubt that the club has 
succeeded magnificently in Dublin. The 
problem which it set itself was nothing 
less than to prove that unemployment, the 
most formidable social evil in the modern 
world, could be removed with comparatively 
little effort on the part of anybody except 
the unemployed men themselves; and, in 
a limited way, the simple pfans which it 
put forward have succeeded where the more 
spectacular systems of Governments and 
nations have failed. There is no need, as 
it has shown, to create social and economic 
revolution in order to put the unemployed 
men back to work. If there is no work for 
them, say the philosophers of Mount 
street, let: them be enabled to work for one 
another—and that is what the Mount 
Street Club, with such striking success, 
has been doing during the last five or six 
years. One of the worst effects of unem- 
ployment is the spiritual harm which it 
causes ; the false sense of failure which it 
engenders in a man’s mind; the sense of

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Bus Traffic Contrasts 


Of every £100 collected in ’bus fares in 
the twenty-six counties just £60 reaches 
the coffers of the Dublin Tramways Com- 
pany. That is one interesting fact taken 
from the latest official returns of "bus 
traffic. 

Here are some others. While the tram- 
way company’s ’bus receipts were £10,000 
greater in last July than they were in 
July, 1939, there was a drop of over 
£5,000 in fares collected by railway-owned 
buses. 

Still more significant of the reactions 
of emergency conditions on railway 
operated ‘bus services is .the fact thar 
fares paid for cross-border services fell 
from £8,000 in July of last year to £4,500 
during. the corresponding month of this 
ear. 

The further fact that there was no de- 
cline in receipts from cross-border services 
during six months to the end of last June 
indicates either that some very sudden 
change in railway policy caused a marked 
curtailment of their ’bus services, or that 
other restrictions on cross-border move- 
ments came into play within the last 
couple of months. 

It would be interesting to have some 
official explanation of such _ violent 
changes.

The situation in Transylvania was further 
intensified to-day, when more than 2,000 
Hungarian troops crossed the frontier at 
Kismarka and began occupation. 


SUPREME POWERS 


Supreme powers .to direct Rumania’s 
destinies were conferred on General 
Antonescu by a decree signed by King Carol 
early to-day. In signing the decree, the 
King surrendered to the General, a burly, 
red-headed man of 58, many of the pre- 
rogatives he has himself enjoyed in recent 
years, 

One of General Antonescu’s first acts after 
swearing allegiance to the King as Prime 
Minister, was to announce his intention, to 
strengthen Rumania’s present relations with 
the Axis. He made it quite clear that there 
would be no armed resistance to the occupa- 
tion by Hungary of the part of Transylvania 
ceded under the Vienna award. 


LESS POWER FOR KING 


Another decree signed by King Carol sus- 
pends the Constitution of 1938 and dissolves 
the two Houses of the Rumanian Parliament. 
The extent to which the King’s power has 
been curtailed is shown by the fact that he 
loses the right to call Parliament, declare 
war, and appoint State officials and Ministers 
without the approval of General Antonescu. 
He remains commander-in-chief of the army, 
can mint money, bestow decorations, and 
conclude treaties. 

General Antonescu was invited to succeed 
M. Gigurtu as Prime Minister after being 


thought that his Cabinet will be completed 
for several days. It will consist of only 
about seven members. 

Dr. Maniu, leader of the Peasant Party, 
and bitter opponent of the transfer of 
Transylvanian territory, is not expected to 
belong to it. 


Antonescu says that it is not a new Govern- 
ment, but a ‘‘new régime of action that has 
come into existence. 

“The present task is to save the State 
and the nation, to dress its wounds, concen- 
trate its strength, redeem its hopour, and 
ensure the future of the country,” says the 
proclamation. True nations weave great, 
destinies from defeats. Discord must stop 
: erywhere. The nation’s youth must do its 

uty.” 

General Antonescu appeals to the people, 
especially Government officials, to work hard, 
and announces that he will present the 
country with a programme based on complete 
nationalism.

He declares that the Gigurtu Cabinet, in 
deference to Germany, established a dicta- 
torial régime in Rumania and renounced the 
British guarantee. It expelled a number of 
British citizens, reconciled the Iron Guard 
with the King, and nominated Iron Guardists 
in a pro-German Cabinet. 

The Cabinet has assumed responsibility for 
@ pro-Axis policy, the manifesto continues, 
Oil and fuel haye been given to Germany, 
enabling her to wage war against England. 
Agricultural products are being exported in 
such quantities to Germany that food prices 
have risen sharply in Rumania. In addition 
54,000 hectares of forest have been leased to 
Germany. In return Rumania received arms 
for the defence of her frontier, which have 
become useless after the cession of Bessarabia 
and North Bukovina and Transylvania at 
German dictation. 

M. Bratianu further states that King Carol 
refused his advice to prepare for resistance. 


PERIOD EXTENSION 
DEMANDED 


General Antonescu received the German 
and Italian Ministers in Bucharest to-day, 
according to an unconfirmed report to the 
Havas Agency from the Rumanian capital. 
He is stated to have insisted on an extension 
of the period for the occupation of Tran- 
sylvania by Hungary on the ground that he 
“could not ensure the evacuation of the 
territory in the time desired.
